This registration hunt area is located within Game Management Unit 8.

JUSTIFICATION: 

 

This emergency order closes the elk hunting season in registration permit hunt RE755 except that 

portion of Afognak Island that is southwest of a line from the head of Back Bay to Hatchery Peak to 

the head of Malina Bay.  Four of the five of the elk herds within this closed area have nearly 

reached or exceeded acceptable harvest levels as of October 31, 2012 (Duck 10/9, Portage 7/8, 

Waterfall 3/4, and Marka 11/13).  Any additional harvest beyond the closure date in this emergency 

order would be excessive and may jeopardize the future productivity of these herds.  An earlier 

emergency order closed RE755 to bull (antlered) elk hunting in order to bolster the bull:cow ratio 

and reduce harvest rates.  Hunting for antlerless elk will remain open in the southwest portion of 

Afognak at this time.
